FAQs - Housing Register and housing allocations 


Q. Can | apply to join the housing register? 


Yes, you can still apply to join the housing register. Applications to join the 
housing register can be done online on the Councils’ website. Failure to 
provide all the information required may delay your application. 


Please note that there is significant demand for social housing therefore you 
may have to bid for a long time before you are successful. If you are at risk of 
homelessness you may not get social housing before you become homeless. 
It is important that you seek housing advice immediately. You can contact the 
Council for housing advice by sending an email to

Q. Can | still bid for social housing properties? 
Yes, the Council will continue to advertise properties that are available on the 
Sussex Homemove Website. 

Q. If | am successful bidding will | be able to move home 

A. The current advice is that people stay where they are in order to reduce the 
risk of being infected or infecting someone else. At the moment, the Council 
will only support emergency-related moves. 

Q. Can | still view a property | have successfully bid on? 


A. You cannot visit the property due to lockdown restrictions but we can email or 
message you pictures or a video of the property prior to accepting 


Can | still terminate my tenancy? 


Yes, you are still able to terminate your tenancy. If you want to terminate your 
tenancy. You will need to sign a notice to quit form to legally bring your 
tenancy to an end.
